As discussed above, claims 1 and 22 have been amended to more clearly define the elements 
of the invention. In particular, the at least one parameter is defined as pertaining to the 
movement of the sensing device relative to the form, and the interpretation of the movement 
of the sensing device relating to the parameter(s). 

We submit that amended claims 1 and 22 clearly and unambiguously define the scope of the 
invention.
